UCKS Co unty’s p remier amusement p alace— i he Grand 
Theatre — Mill Street and Highway, Bristol, will throw 
op en its doors for the dedicatory exercises Saturday afternoon 
at 2.30 o ’clock. 
I his theatre, the like oi which is not to be found in any 
city or town in the eastern section of Pennsylvania, will hold 
those who view it lor the first time in rap t amazement as they 
^aze up on its artistic interior. 
It is a distinct dep arture from 
ihe usual p lan of theatre construction and with its comp letion 
architects and theatre owners and managers from many distant 
p oints have journeyed here to observe its distinctivev features 
and all have marveled at it. 
I he front elevation of the theatre is brick and terra cotta 
in a Persian design. The entrance doors are p rotected by a 
la rge marquise extending the full width of the sidewalk. 
On 
the fa ce of the building is a huge vertical electrical sign. Large 
electric signs a re also on the three sides of the marquise and a 
two line attraction sign is used over the doors under the mar­ 
quise. The entrance to thc-theatre is in the centre of the front, 
fla nked by a shop on cither side and an entrance to the stair­ 
way leading to offices on the second floor. 
After p assing through a ten-foot vestibule, the walls of 
which are occup ied with elaborate disp lay frames, the outer 
fo y er is entered. 
This foyer is 22 feet square and is divided 
fro m the inner foyer 
by another set of doors, thus p roviding 
three sets of doors between the inner foyer and the street, 
a v o iding the p ossibility of uncomfortable drafts annoying the 
pa tro ns. The inner fo y er, which is twenty feet wide and ex­ 
tends the full width of the rear of the theatre, p rovides stand­ 
ing ro o m for several hundred p eop le. 
On the right hand side 
o f this foyer a n arched op ening leads to a wide stairway to the 
men’s room in the basement; to the left a corresp onding arch­ 
wa y leads to the ladies' retiring room on the first floor. 
I he 
men’s and ladies’ toilet rooms are finished in vitrified tile, and 
the smoking room and the ladies’ retiring room are elaborately 
deco ra ted and furnished.
